New Jersey, Mark Keeney purchased the Chesneywold 
Herd, W. Mentor, Ohio, from the veteran breeder, T. D. 
Morley. Included in this purchase were the herd sire, 
King Sweet 298490, a four-year-old bull, and about a 
dozen of his oldest daughters, none of which were yet 
in milk. The pleasing type and evidence of producing 
ability of these heifers led Keeney to believe he had 
found a great sire. They started to freshen soon after 
arriving at Overbrook and their history since that time 
has been one of continuous heavy production. 

Great sires come of great inheritance. King Sweet 
was born to greatness. His dam, Windsor Sweet Butter 
Maid, was one of our breed’s outstanding cows twenty 
years ago. Tested before the days of much yearly rec- 
ord work, she made three records above 33 lbs. butter 
in 7 days, her best record of 35.3 lbs. butter at 6 years 
making her Wisconsin state champion, she being the 
first cow in Wisconsin to beat Gillette’s famous cow, 
Colantha 4th’s Johanna. She was a daughter of Sir 
Ormsby Johanna De Kol, a paternal brother to Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby, while her dam was a daughter of Pontiac 


T pire ‘bre years ago when laying the foundation for a 


Butter Boy. So much for King Sweet on the dam’s 
side. The blood of his sire, King Johanna Segis Fayne,

past twelve years, he has been largely responsible for 
their position of high rank as a breeding institution. 
There are at Overbrook today thirty-five daughters and 
135 granddaughters and great-granddaughters. Nearly 
every female in the herd carries his blood, many of them 
through several lines. This herd of ‘‘Sweet’’ cows pro- 
duced in 1934, an average of over 15,000 lbs. milk and 
500 lbs. fat per cow on 75 cows and heifers, a great 
tribute to the old sire in his last year of life. 

Much could be written of: his many good daughters, 
especially of their long life of great production, but we 
confine this to a few of the greatest. 

His first daughter to freshen was Chesney Belle 
Sweet 678000, who produced in seven years a total of 
164,575.7 lbs. milk and 5,443.4 lbs. fat. Her first six 
years averaged 24,364.1 lbs. milk and 806.1 Ibs. fat, 
her best record being 28,199.6 lbs. milk and 952.1 Ibs. 
fat with which she also qualified a 305-day record of 
841.2 lbs. fat. It is also interesting to note that she has 
three daughters each hanging up great lifetime records, 
the oldest having passed the 130,000-lb. milk mark. 
She also has a son used in a farmer-breeder’s herd where 
he increased the milk production over 3,000 lbs. per 
year for daughters over dams. 

The daughter of King Sweet that Mark Keeney con- 
siders the greatest, is the grand old cow, Essex Pontiac 
Sweet Lothian, now eleven years old and just com- 
pleting her sixth record; the six will average 830 Ibs.

Shown at Trenton Fair each year and occasionally out- 
side of New Jersey, they have been consistently good 
winners. The Get of King Sweet was second prize at 
Eastern States Exposition in 1927, while his most fa- 
mous prize-winning daughter, Essex Korndyke Sweet, 
was Reserve All-American Two-Year-Old in 1930 and 
has been three times grand champion at Trenton. This 
daughter made in Herd Test last year 768.1 Ibs. fat and 
is now reported as going much better and promising 
over 800 lbs. fat. 

Jim Paxton, veteran breeder and showman, when 
showing against the “Sweet” heifers, ten years ago, re- 
marked, ‘‘They look like they would make great old 
cows.’ Perhaps the outstanding quality of the daugh- 
ters and granddaughters of King Sweet is their ability 
to carry on year after year with great production. 

Born of great blood lines, he achieved greatness 
through his ability to transmit to his progeny the de- 
sirable qualities of his ancestors.

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Making Holstein Sales

eer I ever observed in action. The occasion was a 

pure bred Holstein auction in the old South Clin- 
ton Street sale stable in Syracuse, about 30 years ago. 
Somewhat bewildered at the vehemence and continuous 
intensity of the performer, I marveled at the endurance 
that kept him going at top speed and enabled him to 
hold the attention of the crowd throughout the day. 
Our later more or less constant association in sale work 
where the Kelley delivery became to me a matter of 
daily routine never quite overcame my wonder at the 
thundering force that distinguished the art of this 
highly successful auctioneer. 

It was some years after my first acquaintance with 
Kelley that a visitor was one day looking over our 
Liverpool herd. He inspected the cattle with a consider- 
able degree of, interest and appeared to know something 
about type and individual quality. Ward Stevens re- 
ported that the stranger said he had a herd out in IIlli- 
nois and that he was an auctioneer and was looking for 
cattle to ship home to sell. His name was Haeger. We 
never had heard of him before, but we did hear of him 
later. He was soon making frequent cattle trips to 
New York and presently the breed had its Kelley- 
Haeger selling team, starting with C. F. Hunt’s sale in 
1908, and they came to be regarded as indispensable 
wherever a sale of any importance was to be staged. 
The combination was not a business partnership. Each 
operated independently; but the two worked so well 
together that their joint services were in constant de- 
mand. 

In method much alike, they were quite different in 
physical make-up. Kelley was dark, black-moustached, 
piercing-eyed, slim of build, a creature of nerve and 
sinew without an ounce of surplus weight. He was keen, 
-intense, blunt-spoken with the saving grace of ready 
Irish wit. Haeger was sandy, with wavy hair and eves

that laughed. Of substantial build, his was a physique 
that had stood him in good stead as a professional base- 
ball player. He looked to be good for a hundred years. 
Free and easy, he was nevertheless a hard worker and 
like Kelley depended on aggressive effort and loud- 
speaker volume for effective selling. 

Eugene Mack of Ft. Atkinson, Wisconsin, younger 
in years, of slighter build, came to Syracuse and as- 
sisted as one of the auctioneers in the Breeders’ Con- 
signment Sale of 1910, with Kelley, Haeger and Perry. 
Not yet deeply grounded by years of experience in big- 
time selling, he worked modestly, with becoming def- 
erence to his older companions but as the sale _ pro- 
gressed it became evident that he was earnest and sin- 
cere and unfailingly industrious. Black-haired, clean- 
cut of feature; quick of eye, seldom missing a bid; ai- 
ways the gentleman, he made friends easily, and it was 
not long before he came to take rank in public estima- 
tion along with the older professionals. Then the fa- 
mous triumvirate, Kelley, Haeger, Mack, attained promi- 
nence as a unified sale force. The names of this group 
appeared in many sale catalogs during a period of fif- 
teen years or more. The three worked together in 
most of the mid-western sales that I conducted and they 
were the usual selling staff in my important eastern 
sales, sometimes with the addition of, “Colonel” D. L. 
Perry who completed a quartet unequalled in the his- 
tory of live stock auctioneering. 

Colonel Perry, oldest of the four, was a picturesque 
and refreshing personality. Tall and spare, paternal, 
radiating good humor, resembling Mark Twain as a 
master of dry drollery, he captivated the crowd. Pos- 
sessed of a degree of oratorical ability he enlivened the 
occasion at times with a brief oration combining mate- 
rial original and borrowed. His eulogy to the Holstein 
(or in a Jersey sale to the Jersey) cow reflected a 
writer’s tribute to the dairy cow and when delivered 
by the Colonel in his earnest and emphatic style never 
failed to win applause. Considering what would hap- 
pen with removal from the table of all products of the 
cow, there would be taken the juicy steak, the smoking 
roast of beef, the cream, the milk, the butter, the 
cheese; and we would have left to make out a meal only 
potatoes, beets, pickles and tooth-picks.”’ 

Perry took liberties with his buyers that an auction- 
eer of less assurance had better not attempt. ‘God 
bless your stingy soul!’’ elicited a responsive grin and 
provoked no resentment when this veteran of the ring 
thus addressed a bidder. Designating the buyer after 
announcing ‘Sold!’ he might say, ‘‘To that fellow with 
the glasses—the best man that ever broke into a smoke- 
house.”’ Or if the buyer was of unusual height, ‘To 
that great tall boy over there; if he fell down he’d be 
half way home.” 

Colonel Perry introduced many quips that have come 
into current use among Holstein auctioneers. An owner 
might be apologizing for the nervousness of an animal. 
“Does she kick?” innocently inquires the colonel. “If 
she kicks I’ll buy her for my mother-in-law,’ and he 
might add, ‘I like to do things for my mother-in-law. 
She wants to go to the Thousand Islands, and I’m ar- 
ranging to have her spend three months on each one of 
the islands.’”’ In a breeders’ consignment sale at the 
State Fair Ground, Syracuse, a heifer broke away from 
her attendant and sprang from the ring, to the confusion 
of the crowd. ‘“‘I never saw her do that before,’’ shouted 
the colonel. 

When twins were brought in together, Perry might 
remark, “There they are, just like the Republican and 


Democrat parties: you can’t tell ‘em apart. Do you 
know, I came within one of being a twin.’’ Or he might 
elaborate——‘‘My wife was a tain. There was Lizzie 
and Lucy. And I went and got a marriage license but 


when I looked I saw it was made out for Lucy. I told 
the clerk he’s made a mistake, I wanted to marry Lizzie. 
‘Well,’ he said, ‘I can make out a new license.’ I asked 
him how much it would cost. He said, ‘Fifty cents. 
I said never mind, I didn’t believe there was fifty cents 
difference between ’em. So I married Lucy. And she’s 
made me a good wife, I wouldn’t take ten thousand dol-

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lowa State Sale Averages $158 


The lowa Quality Sale, held March 
96 at Waterloo, Iowa, under the aus- 
pices of the lowa Holstein Breeders’ 
Association, demonstrated further the 


greatly improved demand for good 
Holsteins, making an average of 
$158.32 for 48 head. The total re- 


ceipts were an even $7,600. This com- 
pares with a $70 average in the Iowa 
State Sale a year ago, and $96 for 
their sale of last Fall. The quality 
of the offerings in this event, how- 
eyer, was considerably higher than 
in the earlier sales. A sale commit- 
tee composed of the well known 
preeders, Messrs. Stewart, Larsen and 
Pieplow, had made a careful personal 
selection of all the offerings, and 
there were no tail-enders, so that the 
level of quality throughout was very 
satisfactory. Fourteen head, or near- 
ly a third of the offering, reached the 
$200 mark, the top figure being $270 
for the ten-months-old bull, Sir Bess 
Fobes Ormsby Skylark, consigned by 
Paul P. Stewart of Maynard, and pur- 
chased by Albert B. Craig, Pittsburgh, 
Pa. His sire is a son of the All-Amer- 
ican, Skylark Hengerveld Butter Boy 
from Mr. Stewart’s famous 993-lb. fat 
3-year-old, Miss Fobes Pauline Sun 
beam, now promising 1,100 Ibs. fat. 
The dam of the calf has 593 Ibs. fat 
at 3 years, and is a sister of the Sun- 
beam cow, out of a 675-lb. fat daugh- 
ter of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby. 
Maytag Dairy Farms topped the fe- 
males with Ormsby Johanna Inka 
Pontiac, a 5-yr.-old daughter of Prince 
Ormsby Inka May, going at $240, to 
Manning Creamery Co., Manning, 
lowa. This cow has a 2-year-old rec-

HERE is no blinking the fact 
sales sunk to a pretty discouragingly low level of 


values——no worse, comparatively, than the other 
breeds, but still so low that there wasn’t much incentive 
for breeders to throw the best of their herds onto the 
market at the other fellow’s price. That, of course, 
made it seem worse than it really was. First turn of 
the tide was the Chicago World’s Fair Sale in 1933 
just a little evidence that the spirit of the industry was 
still unbroken. Then, the Royal Brentwood of last June 
displayed a real rift in the clouds, and the evidence has 
been piling up every since, particularly since late fall 
of 1934. 

Good cattle are scarce or, at least, they seem so be- 
cause the demand is so much greater than the supply. 
Breeders are properly asking more for their better ani- 
mals, and the public, sensing the scarcity and future 
demand, is raising its sights accordingly, and it seems 
there are more willing buyers at the higher prices than 
was the case when prices were dragging the bottom. 
There is no particular future for low quality pure breds. 
They are bringing more money than they did, logically 
so because their salvage value is so much higher over 
the block. 


But the spread is bound to grow greater between the 
upper half of the breed and the mediocre and worse. 
The trend, unmistakably, is to turn off for beef the 
old and blemished and inferior cows, and put the pro- 
ceeds of about three or four of them into one good cow 
that will out-produce the whole lot of cast-offs. That 
is one reason for the present market situation on the 
good cows. 


What we are getting at 


is this—in 


our judgment 
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such a culling and replacement program can be done 
more advantageously now than later, because we look 
for this present spread to widen still further. It seems 
logical that this should be so because the actual value in 
commercial production is there. So, again, we want to 


urge World readers to give very serious thought to 
the subject in connection with their own herds at this 
time. 


The columns of the World in this and succeeding js. 
sues will be giving you details of the more important 
sales of the spring season. Such sales are scheduled to 
be held both East and West and they will provide many 
convenient opportunities for selection. Quality we think 
will be improved, as breeders are more willing to let 
their better animals go now that a fairer level of, prices 
seems assured.

The National Resumes 

SPECIALLY interesting is the announcement else- 
E where in this issue of definite plans for resuming 

the National Dairy Exposition this Fall after a 
lapse since 1931. It will be held in the St. Louis Arena 
October 12 to 19. This arena was built especially for 
the Dairy Show and _ provides ideal accommodations. 
Lloyd ‘Doc’ Burlingham, secretary of the National 
Dairy Association, will manage the show. With his 
wide acquaintanceship among pure bred dairy cattle 
breeders of all breeds, this choice should prove to be a 
fortunate one, Prestige and attendance at the show 
will be enhanced by the fact that the International Asso- 
ciation of Milk Dealers and the International Association 
of Ice Cream Manufacturers are holding their annual 
meetings in connection with the exposition. 

There is a real need for a truly national show or 
exposition for the dairy industry. The Dairy Cattle 
Congress at Waterloo has filled the gap admirably but 
the lack of adequate hotel accommodations and, to some 
extent, its location, have operated somewhat against its 
filling completely the place that the national show for 
the industry ought to fill. 

May we express the hope at this time that the man- 
agement of the National will take a leaf from Waterloo’s 
book in the matter of many items cf management and 
policy, bearing in mind that the good will of the ex- 
hibitors of dairy cattle is a priceless and ind¥spensible 
factor in the continuing success of a show of this na- 
ture. National management policies in general, in the 
past, have been inclined to disregard this priceless 
ingredient. 

The decision to resume the National Dairy Exposi- 
tion adds still further to the mounting tide of evidence 
of improvement in the dairy cattle situation and the 
dairy situation generally, and most important of all, in 
the strengthened morale of the industry itself.

NE thing that impressed me on a recent 
mile trip among Eastern breeders was 


mism with which our breeders” generally are 
looking toward the future. Nearly every breeder we 
visited reported greatly improved sales of surplus ani- 
mals—both bulls and females—-and at _ better price 
levels.

The Search for Suasestes Germ Plasm 


HE U. S. Department of Agriculture has started a 
T proeram which should have a profound influence 

upon the agricultural industry of the entire coun- 
try if carried through as planned. They are making a 
nation-wide survey in search of superior germ plasm 
in order that it may be conserved and used to best 
advantage in the development of better livestock, crops 
and fruit. The Department is not interested in adver- 
tising or promoting any particular individuals, strains, 
families or blood lines of any of the grains, vegetables, 
fruits or kinds of livestock, but it is making an effort 
to locate sources of breeding stock of every kind of 
superior quality and production and _ possessing the 
ability to pass these qualities on to the succeeding 
generations. 

As Chief Reed of the Bureau of Dairy Industry 
points out, the search for superior germ plasm among 
dairy cattle must of necessity be confined largely to herds 
with a well established testing program. Continuous 
testing Of the entire herd year in and year out is the 
only sound plan for breeders of seedstock to follow. 
Without doubt, many sires with great possibilities have 
died in obscurity, ‘‘unwept, unhonored and unsung”’ 
because their daughters were not tested and the superior 
germ plasm which they possessed was lost in the next 
generation in combination with inferior stuff. We need 
to locate more and more animals possessed of, this elu- 
sive material, this superior germ plasm, and the only way 
to conduct the search is through a continuous testing 
program embracing an ever increasing percentage of 
the herds throughout the country.

vania, the bulk of them staying in 
lowa. Linc Tow, Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
was the largest purchaser, taking 
seven head for a total of $1,265. Mann-

An analysis of the sale by ages, rec- 
ords, etc., is interesting. Six cows 
with A. R. records averaged $194.16; 
two with Herd Test records $187.50, 
and 18 with CTA records $147.77.

five untested cows from CTA dams 
averaged $153, and the only cow in 
the sale with no record and from an 
untested dam brought $130.
